Jnourduy hunting is u spurt, tint la the 
buids sml the times infested with wild 
besst> it wus ii mnttcr of life nndilenth 
with the people. It wus very different 
from going out on 11 sunshiny afternoon 
with » patent breeeh-louder to shoot 
ferd bints on the iluts. when Pollux 
*nd Achilles und Dlomedes went out to 
cleor the land of lions and tiger* and 
bears My text sets forth Nimrod as a 
hero when it presents him with broad 
•boulders und shaggy apparel and aun- 
browned face, and arm bunched with 
muM-le -“a mighty hunter before the 
bord." I think he used tin- bow and the 
arrows with great success praet icing 
archery. 

I have thought if it is such a grand 
thing »nd Mteh a brave tiling to clear 
wild is-asts out of a country, if it is 
not a better and braver thing to hunt 
down and destroy those great evils of 
•oeicty that are stalking the land with 
flen'e eye and bloody paw. and shurp 
tusk and sharp spring. I have won¬ 
dered if there is not such a tiling 
a* Gospel archery, by which those who 
have been tl.viug from the truth may be 
captured for God and Heaven. The 
Lord Jesus in Ills sermon used the art 
of angling for an illustration when He 
•aid: “I will make you tinker* of men." 
And so I think I have authority for 
using hunting us an illustration of 
Oo6|N‘l truth, and I pray tLtd that there 
may In- many a man to-day who will 
begin to study Gospel archery, of 
whom it uiay after awhile I** said: ••lie 
was a mighty hunter Indore the Lord." 

How milch awkward C hristian work 
there U done in the world How-many 
good people there are w ho drive souls 
away from Christ instead of bringing 
them to Him! All their lingers are 
thundts religious blunderer* who ii|»- 
set more than they right Their gun 
has a e rooked I nine I and kicks im it 
goes off They nrc like n clumsy com¬ 
rade who goes along with skillful hunt¬ 
ers- at the very nuuni-nt when lie ought 
to 1st most ipilet he I* crackling an al¬ 
der or falling over a log and frighten- 
Ingaway the game. How few Christian 
prnple have ever learned the lesson of 
which l read nt the beginning of this 
aervice. how that tlw Lord Jcsu* 
Christ at the well went from talking 
about ii cup of water to the most prac¬ 
tical religious truths, which won the 
woman's soul for God! Jesus in the 
wilderness was breaking bread to the 
people. 1 think it wa- good bread: it 
wus very light bread, and the yeast 
had done its work thoroughly. 
Christ. after lie hud broken 
the broad, said to the people ••lie- 
ware of Hie yeast, or of the leaven, of 
the I'liurlsees." ho natural a Iran*!- 
t on It was. and how easily they under¬ 
stood Him! Hut how few Christian 
people there are who understand how¬ 
to fasten the truths of God and religion 
to the souls of men. Truman Osborne, 
Olio of Hie evungelisls who went 
through the country years ago. hud a 
wonderful art in the right direction. 
He came to my futhcr’s house one 
day. and while we were all seuted 
in the room do said: “Mr. TaImage, 
are ail your children Christiann?" 
Father said: •‘Yea. all but lie Witt." 
Then Truniun Osborne looked down 
into the tireplnee and began to tell a 
•lory of n storm that came on the 
mountains, and all the sheep were in 
the fold, but there wa.. one intnlr out* 
aide that perialied in tin* storm. Had 
he looked me in the eye I should have 
been angered when lie told that story, 
but he looked into the tireplnee. and it 
was so pathetically and lienutiftllly 
done that I never found any |*oaco un¬ 
til 1 was sure I was inside the fold 
where tlie other sheep were. 

The archers of olden times studied 
their art. They were very precise in 
the matter. The old l»iok> gave *[*•- 
c| n1 directions ns to how nu archer 
ohould go, und as to w hat an archer 
•hould do. He must stand erect und 
i ® rm . his left foot a little in advance of 
the right f.sit. With iiis left hand 

I tttst take hold of the bow 
>e middle, und then with the 
lingers and the thumb of Iiis 
hand he should luv hold of the 
r and affix it to the string so 
w* was the direction given. Hut 
clumsy we are about religions 
How little skill and care we 
isel How often our arrows miss 
mrk! Oh, that there were more 
utious established in all the towns 
itiesof our land where men might 
the art of doing good studying 
ual artillery, and known as 
hty hunters before the Lord!" 
ike first place, if you want to be 
•ual in doing good, you must la* 
sure of your weapon. There was 
thing very fascinating a Unit the 
tv of olden times. Perhaps von 
't know what they conld do with 
Otv und arrow. Why. the chief 
p* fought by the English I’lantag- 
were witli the long bow. They 
1 take the arrow of polished 
. and feather it with the 
8 of a bird, ami then It 
a Ay from the bow-string 
toted silk. The broad fields 
rlneourt and Solway Moss, and 
Ltoa Croaa heard the loud thrum of 


the archer's how-string. Now. my 
Christian friends, we have a mightier 
weujMin than that. It is the nrrow of 
the Gospel; it Is a shnrp arrow; It ia a 
straight arrow; it is feathered from 
I the wing of the dove of God's spirit; 

| it flies from a ls>w made out of the 
wood of the cross. As far as I 
ean estimate or calculate, it has 
brought down •WO.OOO.OOU soul* Paul 
knew how to bring the notch of that 
arrow on to that l»»w-.string. and its 
i whirr was heard through the Corinth¬ 
ian theaters, and through the court¬ 
room. until the knees of Felix knocked 
together. It was that arrow thnt stuck 
in Luther's heart when he cried out: 
"Oh. my aius! Oh. my sins!" If it 
strike a man in the head, it kills Ids 
skepticism: if it strike a man in the 
heel.it will turn his s*.e p: if it strike 
him in the heart, he throws up Ids 
hands, as did the Emperor Juliau of 
oM when wounded in the battle, cry¬ 
ing: "O Galilean. Thou hast con¬ 

quered!" 

In the armory of the earl of Pem¬ 
broke there are old corselets which 
show that the arrow of the English 
used to go through the breastplate, 
through the Issiy of the warrior, and 
out through the back plate. What u 
syuilxd of that Gospel which is sharper 
than a two-edged sword, pierciug to 
the dividiug usimder of lusty and soul, 
anil of the joints and marrow! Would 
to God we had more faith in that Go*- 
|iel! The humblest man. if he 
had enough faith in it. could 

briug 100 souls to Jesus—per* 
hups ram. Just in proportion ua 
this age seems to believe less and less 
in It. I believe mow* and more in It 
What are men ultout that they will not 
accept their own deliverance? Then* 
is nothing proposed by men that can 
do anything like this Gospel. The re¬ 
ligion of Halph Waldo Emerson wus 
the philosophy of icicles; the religion 
<if Theodore Parker was a sirocco of 
the desert covering up the soul 
with dry sand; the religion of 
Kenan was tins romance of bc- 
licvtng nothing; tho religion of the 
Huxleys uml the Spencers merely a 
]H-dcstul on which human philosophy 
sits sliisoring in the night of the soul, 
looking up to the slurs, offering no 
help to the nations that crouch and 
groan at the base. Tell me where there i 
is one man who has rejected that Goa- 
|nd for another, w ho is thoroughly wit- 
[ isfied. uml helped, and contented in his 
skepticism,and I will take the car to¬ 
morrow and ride WO miles to see him 
The full |*owvr of the Gospel lias not 
yet beeU touched. As a sportsman 
throws up lus head ami catches the hall 
Hying through the air. just so easily 
will this Gospel after ii while catch 
this round world flying from its orbit 
and bring it hack to the heart of Christ. 
Give It full swing, und it will pardon 
every sin, heal every wound, cure every 
trouble, emancipate every slave and 
ransom every nation. Yc Christian 
men and women, who go out this after¬ 
noon to do 1 liristiun work, ns you go 
into the .Sunday schools, tin* lav 
pwMching stat ions aud th« penitentia¬ 
ries and the asylums I want you to feel 
that you hear in your hand a weapon 
compared wTtli which the lightning has 
no speed and uvahinehes have no heft 
and the thunderbolts of heaven have 
no power; it is the arrow- uf the omnip¬ 
otent Gospel. Take careful aim. Pull 
the arrow clear back until the head 
strikes the Iww! Then let it fly! And 
may the slain of tin* Lord Is- many! 

Again, if you want to be skillful iu 
spiritual archery, you must hunt in un¬ 
frequented and secluded places. Why 
docs tne hunter go three or four days 
in the Pennsylvania forests nr over Ua- 
qm-tle lake into the w-llds of the Adi¬ 
rondack*'' It is the only way to do. 
The deer are shy. and one "bang" of 
Hie gun clears the forest. From the 
California stage you see. us you go 
over the plains, here and there, a coy¬ 
ote trotting along, almost witliiu 
range of the gun sometimes quite 
within range of it. No one cares for 
thnt; it is worthless. The good game 
is hidden and secluded. Every hunter 
knows that. No. many of the souls 
that will la* of most worth for f lirist 
and of most value to the church are se¬ 
cluded. They do not come in your way. 
You will have to go where they are. 
Yonder they are down In that cellar; 
yonder they are up in that garret. Far 
away from the door >>( any church, 
the Gospel arrow has not been |sdntcd 
at them. The tract distributer anil 
citv missionary sometimes catch a 
glimpse of them, a* a hunter through 

the trees gets u momentary sight of a 

partridge or a roebuck. The trouble 
is. we an* waiting for the game to 
come to us We «rc not g—d 
hunters. Wo an- standing iu v.nic 
street «r highway expecting that 
the timid antelope will come up 
and eat out of our hands. Mo arc ex- 
Meeting that the prairie fowl will lirht 
..ti our church steeple. It la not their 
habit. If the church should wait ten 
millions of years for the world to come 
In and Is- wv«l. it will wait in yam. 
The world will not conn*. W hat tho 
church wants now is to lift it* feet 
from damask ottomans, aad put them 
In the stirrups. We want a f>»lP 11 
wheels. The chnreli want* not so 
much cushion* as it wants saddle-bags 
and arrow* Wc have got U, put aside 
the gown and kid gloves, and 
put on the hunting shirt. Me 
have been fishing so long m the 
brooks that run under the shadow 
of°the church that tbeflj know us. 
that they avoid the book. »®«‘

multitude of fishes. There ia outsidt 
work to lx* done. What U that 1 see in 
the Ink xwoods? It ia a tent. The 
hunters have cade a clearing and 
camped out. What do they care if 
they have wet feet, or if they havi 
nothing hat a pine branch for a pll 
low. or for the northeast storm? If t 
moose in the darkness steps into th* 
lake to dribk, they hear it right 
away If a loon cry in the moonlight 
they hear It. No iu the service of Got 
wo have ex]M>sed work. We have go¬ 
to camp out and rough it. We are put 
ting all our care on the people wh< 
come to our churches. What are w- 
doing for the thouaands upon thou* 
ands that do not conic? Hare they u 
souls? Are they sinless, that the 
need no pardou? Are there no dca 
ill their Imuinc*. that they need no con 
fort? Are they cut off from God, t 
go into eternity—no wing to bet 
them, uo light to cheer them, no we 
come to greet them? 1 hear to-da_ 
surging up from the lower depths, 
groan that cornea through ou 
Christian assemblages and through ou 
beautiful churches; and it blots out a 
this scene from my eyes to-day, as b 
the mists of great Niagara, for the das 
ami the plunge <>f these great torrent 
of life dropping duw n into the fathom 
less und thundering abyaa of sufferin; 
und woe. I soiiitiiucs think thnt just a 
God blotted out the churches of Thya 
lira and t orinlh and l^iodlcra, breausa 
of their cloth and stolidity, lie wil 
blot out American and English Chris 
liunity, uml raise on the ruins a trial 
wart, wide-awake, missionary church 
that ean take the full meaning of tha 
command: "G<> into all the world, auo 
preach tl»e Gospel to every creature." 

I remark, further, if yon want to 
succeed in spiritual archery you must 
have courage. If the hunter stand 
w ith trembling hand or shoulder that 
(liniihes with fear, instead of Ills taking 
the catamount, the catamount take* 
him. M hat would become of the 
Greenlander if. when nut hunting for 
the l*ear. he should stand shivering 
with terror on an iceberg? What 
would have liecotnc of Du t'liuillu uml 
Livingstone in the African thicket with 
a faint heart and a weak knee? M hen 
a paullier come* within -0 paces of you 
and it ha* it* eye on you and it has 
squatted for the fearful spring, 
“Nleady there!" 

Courage, O ye spiritual archers! 
There are great monster* in iniquity 
prowling ull around alsuil the com¬ 
munity. Nhall we not of the strength 
of God go forth aud eoiiihat them? Mr 

not only ..I more heart, hut more 

backbone. M li.it is the church of God 
thnt it should fear to look in the eye 
any transgression? There is the lien- 
gal tiger of drunkenness that prowls 
around, and instead of attacking it, 
how many of us hide under the 
church-pew or tho communion table! 
There i* ho much invested iii it we art 
afraid to assault it; millions uf dollars 
in barrels, in vat*, in spigot*, in cork¬ 
screws. in gin palaces with marble 
lloors and Italian-top tables, and chas¬ 
ed ice-coolers and iu the strychnine, 
and tin- logwood, ami the tarLiriu au*d, 
and the tr.ix vomica, thut go to make up 
your “pure" American drinks I looked 
with wondering eyes on the lleidel- 
l»crg tun." It is the great liq¬ 
uor vat of Germany, which is 

said to hold xuo hogshead* of wine, 
aud only three times in 100 years it 
has ls-eti filled. Hut, ns I stood and 
looked ut it. I said to myself: "That ia 
nothing sun hogshead*. Why our 

American vat holds it,.100,000 barrels of 
strong drink*, and we keep ‘JOii.imio 
men with nothing to do but to see 
that it is tilled." uli! to attack this 
great monster of internperunee. und 
the kindred monster* of fraud and un¬ 
idea lines*. requires you to rally all 
your ( lirist inn courage. Through the 
press, through the pulpit, through 
the platform, you must assault it. 
Mould to t;od that all our American 
Christiana would hand together, not 
for crack-brained fanaticism, but for 
holy Christian reform, i think it was 
in I7W! thut then* went out from Luck¬ 
now. India, under the sovereign, the 
greatest hunting pirty that was ever 
projected. There were 10.000 armed 
men in that hunting party. Then- I 
were camel* and horse* and el.■pliant*, 
one some princes rode, amlroyul indie*, 
under exquisite housing*, und Wo 
coolie* waited upon the train, ami 
Hie desolate place* of India were 
invaded by the excursion. and 
the rhinoceros, the deer and elephuut 
fell under the stroke of saber nod 
bullet. After awhile the party brought 
hack trotdiic* worth W.ihhi rupees, hav¬ 
ing left the wilderness of India ghastly 
with the slain Imdic* of slid IviitH. 
Mould to God that iuutcud of here urn! 
there a straggler going out to fight 
these great monsters of iniquity In our 
country the million membership of 
our churcho* would hand together and 
hew in twain these great crimes that 
make the land frightful with tlielr 
roar, and are fattening upon the bod¬ 
ies and souls of immortal men! Who is 
ready for such a party a* that? Who 
will W a mighty hunter for the Lord? 

I remark, again, if you want to bo 
successful in spiritual archery, you 
need not only to bringdown tho game, 
hut bring it in. I think ono of the 
most beautiful pictures of Thorwaldson 
is Iris "Autumn." It represent* a 
sportsman coming some and standing 
under a grapevine. Ho has n staff 
over his shoulder, und on the 
other end of that staff are hung 
a rabbit and a brace of birds. Every 
hunter brings homo the game. No one 
a-ou.fi think of bringing down a rain- 


of God's mercy aud salvation, where 
you may cool your thirst! Stop thut 
chase of sin to-duy. By ths red foun¬ 
tain that leaped from the heart of my 
Lord, I Idd you stop Is there in all 
this house any one who can refuse the 
offer tliat conics from the heart of the 
dying Son of God? Why, do you 
know thut there are, in the banished 
world, souls that for that offer you get 
to-day would fling the crown of uni¬ 
verse at your feet if they [sis-cs-rd it?

I am fissured by S|niirieh 
gentlemen In London, who can *|avak 
with the iifinoNt authority, nnd I gather 
front various shades of the H|muish 
[ires*, that Hie public arc now eoo- 
vinced that the tlm* lias come when 
Culm must lie given almost inijc|ieiitleiit 
tight* at any rate. There is n growing 
Iteiief that the government* of Wash¬ 
ington and Madrid w ill arrive at an en¬ 
tente eordUle on the subject, nnd that 
the grant of autonomy to the Island 
will Is- freely given, provided there lie 
no iippeura nrc of roc re ion.
